' VANDERBILTS WANT IT ALI. 


They Would Shut the Baltimore and Ohio 
Off from World’s Fair Trafiic. 

New Yorx, Sept. 18.—The Vanderbilts’ fight 
for the control of the Reading railway has 
something back of it. The control of Read- 
ing business is of no conseyguence to them. 
Their desire is to shut the Baltimore and Ohio 
from competition for the World’s Fair traffic 
between New York and Chicago. 

The Baltimore and Ohio runs over the Read- 
ing’s tracks from Boundbrook, N, J., to Phila- 
delphia, a distance of fifty miles, and from 
the connecting link between the Baltimore 
and Ohio’s own line, which ends at Phila- 
delphia, and that of the Central railway of 
New Jersey, which it uses from Jersey City to 
Bound Brook. With its present facilities the 
Baltimore and Ohio is a _ formidable 
competitor of the New York Central, Erie, 
West Shore, and Pennsylvania, and by 
reason of a probable fight for World’s Fair 
business can cut into the business which in 
the absence of such competition would go to 
the other roads. If the Vanderbilts obtain 
control of the Reading the Baltimore and 
Ohio will be shut out of New York, as its east- 
ern terminus would then be Philadelphia. 
From Philadelphia to Chicago it has its own 
line. The Baltimore and Ohio interest in the 
Reading directory will makea spirited fight 
to defeat the machinations of the Vanderbilt 
road, but the latter is regarded as having the 
best end of the fight. 

A prominent railway man who was formerly 
identified with the Reading and who is posted 
as to the relative strength of the two contest- 
ing parties said this morning tbat the condi- 
tions under which the Reading is at present 
controlled make it almost certain that if the 
Vanderbilts want the road they can get it,

In the meantime the companies are fitting 
up their new quarters in the new armory. 
Complaints are frequently heard among the 
members of the command because everything 
is not in first-class condition. There is a 
growl because the gas has uot been turned on

and the electric lights in working order in the 
company rooms. Some of the companies are 
dissatisfied because they are compelled to put 
up partitions in their locker-rooms at their 
own expense when they supposed the regi- 
ment and armory association was to do it, and 
matters are generally not as pleasant as they 
should be. 

What the outcome will be is difficult to 
determine, but it is probable that the Colonel 
will call a meeting of the regiment, officers 
and men, and lay the matter before them. It 
has been suggested by Lieut.-Col. Turner that 
all military work be abandoned and the build- 
ing be used from now until Dec. 1 for the 
purpose of making enough money to pay the 
debt. He thinks it is time that the men 
should understand the matter and be required 
to devote their time and energy to the work 
of clearing up the debt instead of grumbling 
at the lack of all conveniences and criticis- 
ing their officers because they have not done 
more, 

When asked his opinivn regarding the situ- 
ation Lieut.-Col. Turner said: 
** No dissatisfaction on the part of the mem- 
bers of the regiment has come to my personal 
notice, but if it be true it must be on the part 
ofsome chronic kickers who can never be 
pleased. For a year and a half Quartermaster 
Bell, myself, and the Colonel so far as his 
military duties left him time have worked to 
get the armory.

Daty of the Men. 
“The amount relied on from subscriptions 
fell short of what we had reason to expect, 
but that is no fault of ours.

STOLE THOUSANDS OF DOLLARS. 


A Kentucky Bookseller Made Free with 
His Employers’ Money. 
Lovisvittg, Ky., Sept. 18.—[Special.]— 
Charles Miller,a member of a’ prominent 
Kentucky family ard a man prominent in the 
religious organizations of this city, has stolen 
$25,000 from the Baptist Book Concern, by 
which he was employed. Miller was a great 
favorite with his etnployers on account of his 
irreproachable habits and high standing in 
charch circles, and no account was kept of 
his sales, which were largely in religious 
works. 
he took advantage of to systematically rob 
his employers. When he made a sale of Sun- 
day-school books or Bibles he would give a 
receipt to the purchaser and then put the 
money in his pocket instead of in the 
eash drawer. This he has been do- 
ing for several years, and so profit- 
able did he make it that, although 
receiving a salary of only $100a month, he 
soon bought a home on Garvin Place, a fash- 
ionable block, and accumulated stocks, bonds, 
and real estate. He was aliberal man with 
the church, giving annually to foreign mis- 
sions and other religious work more than his 
salary amounted to, and was fast becoming a 
solid citizen. So open and bold were his dis- 
plays of wealth, however, that his employers 
became suspicious, An investigation was 
made and it was found that Miller had stolen 
about $25,000. He gave upto the book com- 
pany all his available property except his resi- 
dence. The property relinquished aggregated 
about $13,000, leaving $12,000 which he still 
owes.

HEAT OF TROPICAL FURY. 


UNPRECEDENTED TEMPERATURE IN 
THE NORTHWEST. 

Several Cases of Sunstroke in South Dako- 
ta—Men Unable to Werk in Harvest 
Fields Except for Short) Intervals—Dis- 
comfort Caused by Old Sol’s Rays Sup- 
plemented by Forest and Prairie Fires 
~ Hundreds of Miles of Crops Burned— 
From 100 to 106 Degrees in Minnesota. 


Huron, S. D., Sep, 18.—[Special. ]}—Intense 
heat has been experienced here the last five 
days, being 92° to 95° in the shade. Several 
eases of prostration are reported from the 
country. It 1s almost impossible to keep 
thrashing gangs in the field, as men are unable 
to reinain in the sun. Many farmers are 
running two sets of hands working in reliefs 
of three hours each day and night, the moon 
furnishing sufficient light to continue the 
work through the night. Two cases of pros- 
tration are likely to prove fatal. 

Sioux Farts, 8. D., Sept. 18.—[Special. ]— 
At 2:30 this afternoon the thermometer reg- 
istered 98 in the shade. O. Karleton was killed 
by a sunstroke. 

Forman, N. D., Sept. 18.—[Special. ]—Prai- 
rie fires are domg considerable damage in the 
northwestern part of Sargent County. About 
200 acres of wheat belonging to Samuel Dale 
have been burned. It is feared the damage is 
quite extensive among the farmers further 
northwest, 

Davenrort, Ia., Sept. 18.—[Special. J- 
Eldridge G, Allen, a well-known citizen since 
1854, comunitted suicide by hanging this 
evening. Wuring the afternoon for an hour 
in the excessive heat he worked on the roof of 
his house, and it is thought he was overcome 
by the effects of the sun.

BEATS ALL HEAT RECORDS, 


From 100 to 106 Degrees in Minnesota— 
Disastrous Prairie and Forest Fires. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Sept. 18.—{Special. ]|—The 
intense heat of the last three days continues, 
thermometers today registering from 100 to 
106 at several Minnesota points. The heat is 
accompanied by a wind which in places 
amounts to a gale and prairie fires are reported 
from a dozen localities. Many hundreds of 
acres of Minnesota land in the neighborhood 
of Willmar and Beardsley were burned over 
yesterday and today. The wind has been so 
strong as. to make it impossible to stay the 
flames. A great deal of hay in stacks has 
been destroyed and three or four miles of the 
Great Northern railroad track have been burnt 
and made impassable, 

In North Dakota the greatest damage has 
been done a Lisbon. At least 50,000 
bushels of w have been destroyed there. 
The fire destroyed 115 acres of wheat for 
Henry Chamer, 340 acres D. H. Buttz, 
Maj. C. W. Buttz 200 acres, R. Buttz 161 
acres, and Erick Gunderson acres. The 
elevators were 


miles north of Medina, Stutsman County, the 
prairies are all on fire and the smoke is s0 
dense that fighters of the flames cannot get 
near. In Eddy County the fire burned to 
death four horses hitched to a plow in a field 
before the animals could be saved; also 150 
acres of wheat for the same farmer. Other 
small losses are reported there.

The 
damage is not reported heavy except near 
Cumberland, Several buildings were burned 
in Perley. Cumberland was; for a time 
alarmed, but at 4 o’clock this afternoon the 
crews of men fighting the flames had suc- 
ceeded in driving them back, 


WAS LIKE A JULY DAY. 


Chicago Thermometers Only Marked 88, 
but Mankind Knew ly Was Hotter. 

During the last few months the weather 
seems to have been operating in direct viola- 
tion of the rules and regulations of Dame 
Nature. In the months when hot weather was 
expected Chicago was as cool and pleasant as 
any summer resort in the country. But now 
that many of the summer resort people have 
returned and the reason for cool weather is at 
hand, the sultry hot weather has appeared. It 
is more like July than September. 

This unusual proceeding on the part of the 
weather has been attributed tothe alleged 
rain-makers who are blasting the atmosphere 
down in Texas. However, Chicago is getting 
the best of it as usual. It was not 
as hot in Chicago by several degrees 
yesterday as it was in St. Paul, 
St. Louis, Philadelphia, Boston, Washington, 
and in South Dakota. In all the above- 
named cities it was up in the 903 and in some 
places passed the 100 notch. In Chicago the 
hottest point reached was 88° along towards 
the middle of the afternoon. The coolest was 
70° early in the morning. 

According to the prognosticatons of the 
United States Signal Service Bureau it will be 
slightly cooler in Chicago today. The low 
barometer which caused the hot weather of 
the Jast week has passed off the northeast At- 
lantic coast. A new one has appeared, how- 
ever, inthe extreme northwest with a south- 
easterly motion. This will tend to give Chi- 
cago a lake breeze from the northeast, holding 
generally to the south. The weather generally 
in this sectiun will be fair with light local 
showers in the surrounding country. 

Through that section of the country known 
as the corn belt the weather generally will 
continue warm, to the disaster of the calamity 
howlets of the Alliance and the good fortune 
of the farmers who raise corn. 

The low barometer in the Northwest moving 
southeaster'y may result in cooler weather in 
Wyoming, Western Nebraska, Western Kan- 
sas, and in Colorado, accompanied by rains.

The State Columbian Association Refuses 
a Request for Co-operation. 

The States Columbian Association has de- 
cidea that it does not care to affiliate with the 
Latin-American Columbian Association and 
the European Columbian Association, the 
latter formerly known as the International 
Press Reception committee.

MISS VERA AVA IS NOT DISS DE BAR. 


She Is the Sister of the Man Who Wrote 
the Murchison Letter. 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Sept. 18.—[Special. ]— 
The story of the disappearance of Miss Vera 
Ava at Chicago has incited much interest at 
Fresno, Cal., where several people have been 
found who refuse to believe that the mysteri- 
ous woman is the Diss De Bar, and declate 
that they knew her years ago in England. It 
is said that the woman isa sister of the man 
who wrote the famous Murchison letter which 
caused the recall of Lord Sackville West, the 
British Minister, and played such an impor- 
tant part in the campaign of 1888 There 
are three persons of excellent repute in 
Fresno who declare that they remember the 
woman when she was stopping with her broth- 
erat Pomona, Cal., where she lived for two 
years. These gentlemen are a Mr. Bevering, 
C. L. Cook, a real-estate man, and Peter W. 
Jackson, a lawyer. 

“IT have known Miss Vera Ava all my life,’’ 
Mr. Jackson said. ‘**When I wasa boy I went 
to see my grandfather, who owned an estate 
four miles from Tewksbury. Col. Ava, the 
father of Miss Vera Ava, owned the adjoin- 
ing property. He was a retired army of- 
ticer, aving lost his health in the 
Crimean War. He had three children, two 
of whom, Miss Vera and Hamilcar, I know. 
That was in 1876, and Miss Vera was then, I 
should judge, about 25. She was a well-edu- 
cated girl and rather an accomplished 
musician. Mr. Bevering, Mr. Cook, and my- 
self came to California in 1884. Mr. Cook, 
who was an intimate friend of the Ava family, 
kept up a correspondence with Hamilcar Ava, 
who, in the following year, came out to 
California with his sister Vera and went into 
Pasadena County at Pomona. In, was in 
1887 that the Murchison letter was written 
and in the same year Mr. Cook, Mr. Bevering, 
and myself moved to Fresno, since which time 
I have lost all trace of Mr. Ava and his sister, 
except that he had gone to Guaymas, Mexico, 
and she to England. 

Both Mr. Bevering and Mr. Cook ¢orrobo- 
rated Mr. Jackson. They all agree that the 
Ava estate was worth in the neighborhood of 
$200,000, and they are equally certain from 
the telegraphic description of the woman who 
disappeared into the Jesuit church at Chicago 
that she and the Miss Vera Ava they knew in 
England and at Pomona are one and the 
same, 


HEARD CARTER HARRISON AND ALGER. 


Several Thousand People Visit the Mo- 
mence Hay Palace. 

Momence, Ill, Sept. 18.—[Special.]—This 
has been a great day at the Momence Hay 
Palace.. There wasa crowd of many thou- 
sands, with speeches by Carter H.: Harrison, 
Gen. Russell A. Alger, and Maj. P. L. McKén- 
ne, Adjutant-General of the Illinois G, A. R. 
The first named spoke for two hours upon 
free coinage. He frequently called upon Gen.

AT THE DROP OF THE FLAG, 


The Caravan of Prospective Settlers Starts 
for the Promised Land, 

Gururm, 0. T., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—The 
movement on the new lands began today. 
Miles upon miles of white-covered wagons 
stretched across the prairie ready for the 
great race next Tuesday. The proclamation 
of the President this afternoon opening the 
lands created the wildest excitement here. It 
was not thought that the day would be so 
near. The ceded reservations comprise al- 
most as much territory as Oklahoma proper. 
The land lies directly east of Oklahoma, The 
two regions are separated by the inaian 
meridian line. The North Fork of the Cana- 
dian River runs directly through the new 
Thousatds of people have been 
camped on the meridian line for days. 
Hundreds of camp-fires have been burning 
around Oklahoma City and Guthrie for weeks, 
and the streets have — blocked by every 
conceivable kind of vehidie, all ready to start 
for the promised land on receipt of the word 
from Washington. 

Companies A and D of the Thirteenth In- 
fantry and a troop of the First Cavalry are in 
the new territory driving out the boomers and 
assisting in maintaining order, 

The movement today began the moment a 
flag was dropped from thecourt-house. That 
Of course the caravan moved 
slowly, but it was steady, and by the time the 
first wagons were specks on the horizon a 
long cloud of dust rose a mile above the white 
line. The great rush will not begin until 
Tuesday at noon, when the scramble for 
claims will begin. By tomorfow night the 
moving caravan will be at the side of the new 
land. 

The best country here is that of the Sac and 
Fox. It is perfect. The Indians on these res- 
ervations are industrious and peaceable, The 
land on the Kickapoo Reservation is of a 
poorer quality than on the other reservations. 
The Kickapoos are a mixture of Mexican, In- 
dian, and negro. They still wear the breech- 
clout and live on reptiles, polecets, and dogs. 
They are described as lazy and unclean. They 
hate the white man and are never seen in the 
towns and villages. They engage with much 
abandon in ghost and sun dances once a year. 
On these occasions they feast on dogs and 
other animals, which they steal from neigh- 
boring tribes and white settlers. The Potta- 
watomies have some splendid farm lands 
Both coal ana oil have been found there. The 
soil along the Deep. Fork, the Canadian, and 
the Little Rivers is ared clay. On the North 
Fork and the SouttGanadian it is a blawk, 
sandy loam. Corn has been grown this year 
by these Indians with a yield of fifty bushels 
to the acre. Wheat is also raised in consider- 
able quantities, and the cotton this year is ex- 
ceptionally fine. 

Trouble between the Saecs and negroes is 
feared, as the proclamation concerning the 
Sac region is that whites only can settle. Five 
hundred negroes say that they will settle on 
the Sac land if the whites do. They are pre- 
pared to fight and the militia is watching 
them. This city is lighted by bonfires to- 
night and soldiers are patrolling the streets. 

Great clouds of smoke are rising from the 
Cherokee strip today and thousands of acres 
are being burned over. The cause of the fire 
is not known, but it is thought that the boom- 
érs have commenced their raid and are carry- 
ing out their threat to burn the grass off the 
entire country. The Cherokees are not ready 
to give up their fight for the outlet. They 
have given notice of an appeal from Judge 
Green’s decision, and will carry the case to 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 


RACE WAR ON THE LINE, 


Cowboys Determined That the Negroes Shall 
Not Settle on the Lands, 

Guruariz, O. T., Sept. 18.—A Deputy Sheriff 
has jusfarrived from the line of the Eastern 
Indian lands bringing news of arace war in 
progress there, just on the line of the lowa 
reservation. The Town of Langston was 
founded several months ago and is in- 
habited solely by negroes. There are several 
thousand of them there, and more are arriv- 
ing daily on the line of the new lands. The 
rieQroes contemplate settling in a body in 
the Cimarron Valley as soon as the 
lands are opened. A gang of cowboys 
from the Cherokee strip also have their eyes 
on the locality and say that any negro who at- 
tempts to settle there will ‘be killed. Yester- 
day the cowboys visited Langston, got into a 
row, and attempted to shoot Mr. Eggleston, 
editor of the Herald. Last night they re- 
turned all drunk and fired a score of shots 
into a crowd of negroes on the streets. Sev- 
eral received slight wounds. The cowboys 
left, swearing they would return today and 
wipe out the town. The negroes have all 
armed themselves, and if they do return many 
will likely be killed, A force of officers has 
left for the scene, 


BRIDGETOWN REJOICES WITH GREAT JOY 


One of the St. Louis Bridges Makes a KRe- 
duction in Rates, 

Sr. Lours, Mo., Sept. 18.—The Merchants’ 
Bridge and Terniinal railway company hds 
made a material reduction in the cost of 
freight transfer across the river here. The 
rate as established on general merchandise is 
2 cents per 100 pounds; on coal, coke, pig 
iron, and similar freight, 1 cent per 100; and 
on sugar, salt, agricultural implements, etc., 
144 cents per 100. The reductions are from 20 
to 3344 per cent lower than those charged by 
the old or Eads Bridge company.

ANOTHER SKYSCRAPER TO BE BUILT. 


The Southeast Corner of Fifth Avenue and 
Madison Street the Site, 

Taz Txreune in the issue of Sept. 1 gave 
an account of the sale of the building at the 
southeast corner of Fifth avenue and Madison 
street, and of the negotiations pending fora 
ninety-nine-year lease of the corner. These 
negotiations have been successfully carried out, 
and a company headed by James F. Keeney 
and Charles H. Marshall has secured the prop- 
erty. 

The corner, with a frontage of forty-eight 
feet on Madison street and 100 feet on Fifth 
avenue, is owned by Mrs. Henrietta Miller of 
Waukesha, Wis. It was leased soon after the 
fire by Robert Baker of Racine for a term of 
twenty years at 7 per cent on a valuation of 
$122,325. On the property so leased a build- 
ing costing $45,000 was erected. This was 
purchased by Mrs. Miller from the Baker es- 
tate at a valuation of $10,000, 

The present lessees have contracted to pay 
an annual rental of $12,500 for the first five 
years and $15,500 for the remainder of the 
term. The building is not considered of 
value in the transaction and will be toru 
down. 

On the site so secured the lessees will erect a 
fourteen-story office building: This building 
has been planned by Clinton J. Warren and 
will cost $350,000. 

It is unique, as it is the first large building 
in which two forms of construction are 
blended. The central part, running back 
from Fifth avenue, will be a tower sixteen 
stories high of solid masonry. The two wings 
will be fourteen stories high, of steel con- 
struction, faced with brick.| The two lower 
stories will be faced with granite, while the 
brick and terracotta wil! of a pinkish- 
yellow tint. The tower portion will be 200 
feet in height.

The 
financial depression in the State last fall 
forced him to the wall, and the failure of the 
United States Savings Bank, of which his son 
was the President, followed within a month, 
because the Eastern creditors believed that 
the two men were associated in business. Ona 
the contrary, father and son were personal 
enemies and had not spoken for five years. 

After both had failed they sought each 
other and agreed to bury the past and begiu 
life anew, and the United States Savings Bank 
was organized two years ago with a capital 
stock of $26,100 and the bandsomest building 
in the city erected in which to do its business. 
The stockholders in the bank were Eastern 
men. When the bank made an assignment 
the assignee, Samuel T. Howe, was unable to 
find the capital stock which the statements 
showed and the bank advertised. None of the 
depositors, however, lost any money, and, 
notwithstanding the manyugly charges made 
against the younger Kno d his manner of 
doing business, he induced the Eastern cred- 
itors to put in enough money to resume busi- 
ness, representing to them that in this way 
they could save their investments. June 2 he 
was enabled to show $92,000 in cash, and the 
bank was reorganized under the new Banking 
law. The bank seemed to be doi a fairly 
good business, but if the petition of the stock- 
holders under which it was thrown into the 
hands of a receiver is true the capitalization 
was fictitious. It will be impossible to tell 
anything about the condition of the bank un- 
til the receiver has made his examination.

A local Democratic paper has just discov- 
ered that in 1861 Stephen A. Douglas, a prom- 
inent Democrat of that period, suggested a 
commercial union or zollverein embracing 


nent from the Polar Sea to the Isthmus of 
Panama, thus taking in the United States, 
Canada, Mexico, the Central American States, 
and the West India Islands. Under such an 
arrangement, which was suggested to Mr. 
Douglas by the German Zollverein, the above- 
named countries would have free trade be- 
tween one another, just as the American 
States have had since the Constitution was 
adopted, and they were all to charge precisely 
the same duties on all European goods. The 
scheme was and is impracticable. Not one of 
the other States could be induced to accept it. 
Douglas’ scheme fell still-born. 

The Democratic paper which has just dis- 
covered Senator Douglas says that this project 
is @ grand one, although it leaves out the 
whole continent of South America, which Mr. 
Blaine’s reciprocity plan takesin. But if the 
Dougias scheme, which is impracticable, is 
deserving of so much praise by this Demo- 
cratic organ, and if it was the model from 
which Mr. Blaine copied, why does that paper, 
like all. other Democratic sheets, speak of 
* Mr. Blaine’s reciprocity humbug”? Is an 
idea good or bad according as it is hit on by a 
Democrat or a Republican? If Douglas’ sug- 
gestion was a good one and Blaine borrowed 
it, is not it a good one still? There is a little 
ridiculous inconsistency here on the part of 
the Democratic organ. 

What Douglas proposed to do was to apply 
to tne unlike nations of this continent the 
principle which Prussia devised as early as 
1820 for the like peoples of Germany. This is 
all the credit he is entitled to. But thirty 
years before him another eminent Democrat, 
Thomas H. Benton, suggested an idea similar 
to Mr. Blaine’s reciprocity project. _ It rested 
on the assumption that where we took duties 
off the non-competing goods of another coun- 
try that country should reciprocate in kind, 
and it provided for retaliation against coun- 
tries which did not thus reciprocate. But the 
seed Benton sowed fell on barren ground and 
never even sprouted. Nobody paid the slight- 
est attention to his ideas. They were still- 
born and soon forgotten. 

If the Democratic papers which have been 
abusing reciprocity had known enough of 
American political history to be familiar with 
what Benton suggested in 1830 they would long 
ago have been holding him up as the “‘ father 
of reciprocity,” and extolling his “ brilliant 
statesmanship” at the same time abusing and 
running down Mr. Blaine for advocating and 
carrying into effect a somewhat similar plan. 

The incontestable merit of Mr. Blaine 1s 
that he has made the thingwork. He has 
converted vague theory into actual practice. 
He was more practical than Douglas, more 
persistent than Benton. Hefore him reci- 
procity was an idle dream. Itis now an ac- 
complished fact. Men hit on the idea of pro- 
pelling vessels by steam long before Fulton. 
Steam was used on American waters before 
hegailed from New York to Albany. But 
Fulton has all the honors because he first 
showed people that steamboats could be run 
and compelled them to believeit. If any one 
can point out where reciprocity in non-com- 
peting goods was practiced between nations 
before 1890, then and not till then can Mr. 
Blaine be deprived of the honor of being the 
first to utilize the removal of duties to open 
new markets to American producers, and 
thus confer on them a double benefit. Blaine 
is a practical statesman of the first class. 


THE INCONGRUOUS NEBRASKA DEMO- 
CRATIC PLATFORM. 

‘The Democrats of Nebraska at their State 
convention constructed a platform the head 
and tailof which are in direct conflict, and 
such is their confidence in the ignorance of 
the rank and file of their party in that State 
that they boldly submit the glaring incongru- 
ity, knowing there is no danger it will not be 
accepted withoub question. In their fourth 
plank they say: ' 

We favor all fair and lawful methods by which 
labor may secure laws establishing free public 
employment agencies and adequate compensa- 
tion, undiminished by any devices for encroach- 


ment upon the armies of toilers, and we condemn 
the practice of importing contract labor. 


In their twelfth and last plank they say, on 
the other hand: 

We demand a tariff for revenue only, and in re- 
turning from special to constitutional taxation we 
favor placing raw materials upon the free list, 
greatly reducing the burden of the necessaries of 
life, and of imposing the heaviest duties upon 
luxuries. 


When these demagogues say that they’ are 
in favor of “a tariff for revenue only” they 
declare themselves in favor of free trade re. 
gardiess of reciprocity and the free admis. 
sion of all competitive manufactures, because 
a tariff on competitive goods, be it large or 
small, is protective to the extent it goes. It 
can be “a tariff for revenue only” on non- 
competitive goods, Ifthere be no competi- 
tion there is no protection. So they really 
want a free-trade tariff which will permit 
competitive goods made by the cheap labor 
of Europe to come in here free. As has been 
shown on more than one occasion, the effect 
of the competition between the cheaper paid 
labor of Europe and the higher paid labor of 
this country, with their corresponding lower 
and higher standards of living, will be to pull 
down the one to the plane of the other, just 
as slave labor pulled down free labor wher-

for the laborer. 

In one resolution they condemn the practice 
of admitting contract labor; in the other they 
declare themselves in favor of letting in free 
the goods made by this class of laborers, 
though it would be more economical from 
their point of view to bring them over here 
and house and feed them. In one resolution 
they demand adequate compensation for the 
army of toilers; in the other they demand 
free trade, which would cut down their wages 
to the cheap European standards. These two 
utterly conflicting resolutions show the degree 
of confidence which the Democratic leaders 
in Nebraska repose in the ignorance of their 
followers. They have gauged accurately the 
stupidity of the Democratic rank and file, and 
do not hesitate to place before them an utterly 
incongruous platform, knowing that they will 
blindly swallow all this contradictory stuff 
without a protest or even manifestation of in- 
telligence. : 


POLITICAL FOLLY AND KNAVERY. 

The State of New York has-thirty-six elect- 
oral votes. Without them the Democracy 
cannot have much hope of electing.a Presi- 
dent next year. Therefore it ought eo to 
shape its national policy as not to antagonize 
wantonly and unnecessarily the interests of 
the people of that great commonwealth. Ia 
its banks are one-third of the banked wealth 
of the United States. Of its citizens—men, 
women, and children—1,915,000 are depositors 
in the savings banks of the State. A large 
proportion of these depositors are city work- 
men or members of their families. An over- 
whelming majority of these city depositors 
vote the Democratic ticket. Were they to go 
over to the Republicans the Democrats would 
shrink to a contemptible minority. 

Common sense would dictate to the Demo- 
crats the folly of doing anything to alienate 
so important a section of their political 
strength, yet that party is drifting steadily 
toward the adoptian of a policy which is de- 
signed to plunder each of these Democratic 
workingmen who have for years been voting 
blindly for the candidates of his party out of 
a quarter of thatsum which he has saved 
from his earnings by pinching and denying 
himself and has deposited in asavings bank 
as a resource in case of future needs. 

Every day makes it plainer that the Demo- 
cratic party will put in its next national plat- 
form a plank in favor of the free coinage of 
silver. No one has any doubt what the posi- 
tion of the delegates from the Southern and 
Southwestern States will be on that point. 
The State platforms of the Democrats of 
Iowa, Ohio, and Nebraska have planks de- 
manding free coinage and stumptail money. 
It is known that the Democrats of Indiana 
and Kentucky are for it. With the possible 
exception of Illinois the Democrats of the 
Northwest ‘are for stumptail free coinage. 
The only opposition will be found in New En- 
gland, New York, New Jersey, and Pennsyl- 
vania, Hence, even though the degrading of 
the. currency to a stumptail silver basis will 
rob every Democratic workingman who has 
money in a savings bank of a quarter of his 
deposit, the Democratic National convention 
probably will indorse that thievish policy in 
order to secure the votes of dishonest men de- 
siring to cheat their creditors, 

Nor would that party be inconsistent in 
doing so. No measure could damage the 
workingman more than stumptail silver next 
to the abolition of protection, and the Demo- 
crats, while professing to be the friends of the 
workingman, have been always his bitterest 
enemies. While beslavering him with decla- 
rations of affection, while toadying to him 
and assuring him that he was the head and 
crown of things, they have toiled incessantly 
to do all they could to degrade and impover- 
ish him. 

Slavery dragged down the free laborer 
wherever it existed, The Democracy was the 
, incessant champion of slavery. It labored to 
protect it where it existed and to extend it to 
sections which it had not polluted. Democ- 
racy made Missouri a slave State and degrad- 
ed labor there. It tried to make Kansas a 
slave State, that it might lower the dignity of 
labor there. “The Republicans, who abolished 
slavery, were the true friends of the working- 
man, 

Before and after the war the Democrat 
favored the abolition of protective duties so 
that the workingmen of this country might be 
exposed to the full force of the competition of 
the much lower paid and poorer fed labor of 
Europe. The result would be that the former 
would have to lower their wages and live after 
the poor fashion of the countries they mostly 
came from.. And yet for years the very men 
who have been given good wages by the Re- 
publican party have been voting and working 
againstit. Are not this blind inconsistency of 
the voters and fraud on them by their leaders 
most deplorable? 


RECIPROCITY IS NOT A HUMBUG. 

The United States buys from Southern 
American nations about 200 million dollars 
worth of sugar and coffee per year, and pays 
of this price the one-quarter in farm and 
factory products of this country, and the 
other three-quarters in gold or exchange, 
which in effect is the same thing. This con- 
stant heavy balance of trade against us in the 
purchase of sugar and coffee puts our finances 
in jeopardy and always subjects us to the 
danger of a drain of coin and its attendant 
shrinkage of credits and securities, with panic 
and hard times in the immediate background. 

The correction of this evil is what réciproc- 
ity was designed by Biaine to accomplish, 
and yet the New York Democrats impudently 
and absurdly call it a “humbug.” lt’ was 
meant to avert what these Democrats must 
admit to be a bad thing, and it is working 
well, though as yet in operation only in two 
countries—namely, Brazil and the Spanish 
West Indies. ‘The statistics show that the 
policy is swelling the volume of our export 
trade with both countries—largely with Brazil, 
and only jess so with Cuba because the treaty 
did not go into effect there till the beginning 
of this month and 1s conducted on a limited 
schedule till the middle of next year. The 
work of stopping that outflow of gold has 
already begun, and the sa ving will increase 
month by month as we pay more and more 
for our imports trom South America with 
exportations of our own products, 

As the reciprocity policy has but just got 
into working order, and thus far is operating 
as wellas its most sanguine advocates had a 
right to expect, it would have been more mod- 
est as well as more prudent in these New York 
Democrats not to denounce it as a humbug 
till they had seen a little more of its practical 
operation. It1s, however, quite natural for 
them to speak of it in this disparaging way, 
because they are controlled bythe local in- 
terests of New York City, and those interests 
are all on the importing side. They want 
their port to be the great cavernous maw 
which shall swallow the goods of all Europe, 
regardless as to whether they are com- 
petitive or non-competitive with Amer- 
ican industry. So they can have the 
handling of the traffic they do not care 
to pay any attention to the fact that the im- 
portation of certain classes of that merchan- 
dise, being of a competitive character, will 
work great damage to American mauufact- 
ures. Also this position of theirs blinds their 
eyes to the unfairness of the restrictions which 
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these foreign nations want us to 
take in comyetitive goods from Europe they 
are prohibiting importations of our agricult- 

ural products. Hence the policy of these New 

York men has nothing of the reciprocal about 

it: They are equally willing to take in goods 

from Europe whether Europe will recipro- 

cate or not. To them the gold of the 

United States is only so much mer- 

chandise, and they care not whether it 

flows out or comes in, so long as they have the 

handling of it and can make their profit in the 

exchange. But the people of other States are 

not so mole-eyed, The great majority of 

American citizens and especially those of the 

West are beginning to see that the policy of 

Mr. Blaine is the one thing needful to revive 

languishing commerce, provide wider mar- 

kets for our agricultural produce and the 

goods turned out from our factories, and in- 

crease Our reserye of gold instead of dimin- 

ishing it by an improved system of exchange 

with nations whose trade will benefit us as well 

as themselves. It is exceedingly improbable 

that the popular verdict at the polls will in- 
dorse the silly declaration that the Blaine 

reciprocity policy is “ a humbug.” 


THE SENTIMENT OF NEW YORK ON THE 
CURRENCY QUESTION. 

The New York Democrats say in their plat- 
form: 

We steadfastly adhere to principles of sound 
finance. We are against the coinage of any dol- 
lar which is not of the intrinsic value of any 
other dollar of the United States. 

The Republican platform is equally definite. 
It reads: . 

The voice of New York is emphatic against any 
degradation of the currency, and demands with 
President Harrison that “every dollar issued by 
the government, whether paper or coin, shall be 
as good as every other dollar.” 


The Republicans commit the error in the 
rest of their plank on this subject of com- 
mending the present Silver law for doing 
something which it does not, but which it 
ought to be made to do—to provide for the 
redemption of the Treasury notes not in 
short-value silver dollars but in silver bullion 
worth as much on the gold basis as the bullion 
for which the notes were given. The Demo- 
crats in the rest of their plank dealing with 
the question abuse the Silver law, the adop- 
tion of which was due indirectly to the Dem- 
ocrats in the Senate, but do not point out 
specifically where it is defective or suggest 
any modification of it. 

Mr. Jefferson, who is a great Democratic 
authority, said that “‘ the art of government is 
to be honest.”” It is not the sole art, but it is 
an important one, The government haa dis- 
regarded it for many years in dealing with the 
silver question, and it is time for itto “recur 
to’ fundamental principles.”” Both parties 
united in passing the Silver Remonetization 
act of 1878 over President Hayes’ veto. 
Neither can claim the special credit of that 
legislation. It was believed by both parties 
at the time it went into force that its effect 
would be to raise the value of silver, which 
had been depressed by its demonetization by 
Germany a few years before and by other 
causes.. It was believed that the problem of 
lifting up silver would be solved more easily 
if othe: nations would codperate with this in 
remonetizing it. Hence provision was made 
fora conference on the subject with foreign 
nations. It was held, but was barren of results. 

Because of that lack of codéperation or for 
other causes the law of 1878 has not done what 
was expected of it. It has not raised the value 
of silver. It is of considerably less value now 
than it was then. Under that law the govern- 
ment has coined several hundred million 
short-weight dollars, which it has paid out to 
its creditors as if they were full-weight dollars. 
Tt has been buying silver bullion at its actual 
value and paying it out to creditors at a nomi- 
nal value. That is not honest. Under the 
present law it is paying a Treasury note for 
an ounce of silver ‘bullion, and when the 
holder of the note presents it for redemption 
the government pays him only three-quarters 
of an ounce of silver. That's not honest. 

As things have. turned out it would have 
been better if Congress had done in 1878 what 
Mr, Blaine then recommended, and put a gold 
dollar’s worth of silver in a silver dollar. 
With the experience of twelve years to guide 
it Congress should have provided last year for 
the redemption of ,its silver certificates in 
enough silver to represent their face. It would 
have done so but for the Democrats in the 
Seriate aided by Republicans from the mining 
States. The law should be amended this 
winter so that the government will redeem 
its silver certificates per dollar witha gold 
dollar’s worth of silver, just as it demands a 
gold dollar’s worth of silver for its note. What 
is fair on one side is fair on the other. 

The Republicans and Democrats of New 
York should codperate in that work. Both 
have put themselves on record in favor of 
honest money. Let them quit praising the 
present law for what it does not do, or abusing 
it without showing how itis to be bettered, 
and unite in the task of putting the currency 
on @ sound and honest basis. 


THE INCONSISTENT COOPERS. 

The International Coopers’ Union, in session 
at Indianapolis, has adopted a resolution de- 
nouncing Gov. Fifer and the Illinois author- 
ities for alleged conspiracy to maintain the 
contract labor system in the Joliet Peniten- 
tiary contrary to the law of 1886. It was said 
there are now 50 per cent more coopers in the 
prison than when the law was passed. This 
resolution was written and voted for by men 
who would seem to be ignorant of the facts in 
the case, which were fully stated some time 
ago in Taz Trrsunz and other papers refut- 
ing all those charges. They ought to be well 
aware that Gov. Fifer is not violating the law 
alluded to, and that in making such charges 
they are simply rendering themselves ridicu- 
lous slanderers in the eyes of all well informed 
men. 

But the strongest evidence of their folly is 
found in the fact that the great majority of 
the individuals who are raising this how! cast 
their votes every time for the candidates of a 
party which advocates free trade in cooperage 
and everything else, and are thus in favor of 
admitting free of duty everything in the shape 
of cooperage, as well as all other manufact- 
ures from cheap labor countries which pro- 
duce at far less cost than is possible here 
without a heavy cutting down of wages. 
Those fool coopers would take off all duties 
on wood and its products and allow shooks, 
staves, and other material to come here from 
Capada and its penitentiaries, and from the 
State prisons of Europe free of duty to com- 
pete with that turned out by the ex-foreign 
coopers of this country and wage-workers in 
many other manufactures. This of course 
would result in cutting wages in two. It 
would not only render it impossible for Amer- 
ican coopers to compete on the present wage 
scale, but would even make it necessary to 
reduce the pay for convicts in the peniten- 
tiary, as the cooperage now turned out there 
costs more than the foreign product could be 
sold for in our markets if admitted duty 
free. 

And these coopers have no more sense than 
to vote for a complete lettmg down of the 
bars which protect them from competition 
with cheap foreign labor. They protest against 
the finding of employment for a few prison 
men at their trade. And yet they act with a 
party which would let in upon them an ava- 
lan¢he of the products of cheap labor which 
would inevitably bury them too deep in poy- 
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in the uninformed followers in the rank and 
file of the workers. It is criminal on the part 
of the orators who are presumed to have 
taken the trouble to study out these questions 
and are therefore responsible for leading the 
ignorant ones astray. To take exception to 
the useful employment of a few men in the 
prisons and cast Democratic free trade votes 
to open the flood gates of cheap foreign com- 
petition is as bad as the action described in 
the Scripture. It is straining at agnat and

NEBRASKA VS. NEW YORK DEMOCRACY. 

The Nebraska State Democratic convention 
of Thursday last declared in favor of the free 
coinage of silver, and demanded that silver 
shall be made “a full and legal tender for all 
debts, public or private.” This action consti- 
tutes a radical ‘split between the Democrats 
of Nebraska and those of New York, placing 
the two as far apart as Indus from the pole. 
The one is for a free and illimitable coinage 
of silver lhght-weight dollars while the other 
is “ dead set against it.”” Next year, when 
the representatives of these two bodies meet 
in national convention, they will have to fight 
on this point, and the contest is likely to be a 
bitter one. According to the same resolution 
these Nebraska Democrats 

Denounce as unjust and dishonest the provis- 
ion of the law recently enacted allowing parties 
to stipulate against payment in silver and silver 


certificates, thus setting ap one standard for the 
rich man and another for the poor man. 


How does the law complained of set up 
‘one standard for the rich and another for the 
poor’’? Is it not in the power of the working- 
man to demand that his labor shall be paid 
for in money good as gold? Does that law 
prevent him from lending his good money to 
a borrower or depositing 1t in a savings bank 
with the stipulation that he shall be repaid 
money equally good? Theowner of a farm in 
Nebraska who sells it in Omaha on a gold 
valuation basis has a right to demand pay- 
ment on a gold basis. Only a knave will 
deny that. Anybody, whether rich or poor, 
has the same right to stipulate that contracts 
made with him shall be on a gold basis just as 
a dealer has to insist that grain shall be meas- 
ured with a four-peck bushel instead of with 
one that only contains three pecks. It is the 
worst kind of rot to talk about the law 
being for one set of men and not for an- 
other, anc none but the meanest demagogue 
would try to stuff such a farragoof trash down 
the throat of a “‘poor man,’’ when that law is 
the protection of every one of them who owns 
a dollar against being swindled out of a part 
of its purchasing power. The 1,915,000 work- 
ing people in the State of New York who are 
depositors in the savings banks, fully a mill- 
ion of whom are voters, will not look kindly 
upon the suggestion that a law requiring them 
to be paid on the same gold basis as that on 
which they made their deposits is framed 
against their interests and in favor of the rich. 
Add to these the 700,000 depositors in State 
and national banks in New York and we have 
a total of 2,600,000 persons in the Empire 
State each of them vitally interested in pre- 
serving the integrity of the dollar. And 
not one of these will have any sympathy with 
the knavesin Nebraska who are denouncing 
the law because they want free coinage of 
silver to enable debtors to swindle their cred- 
itors out of a quarter of what is honestly due 
them. The great number of Democrats in 
New York State who have saved a little and 
invested it in the expectation of getting back 
equally good dollars with those they saved 
will not look favorably upon the proposition 
of tneir brethren in Nebraska. They will not 
favor any measure that would enable a man 
to buy and obtain possession of a house, a 
farm, or a bill of goods on the promise to pay 
par dollars and then let him off on the pay- 
ment of the same number of dollars each of 
which is worth only 75 cents. 


End of a Two- Weeks’ Spree. 

CuicaGo, Sept. 16.—J. H. Stetthamer of San 
Francisco committed suicidein a hotel here to- 
day. Stetthamer had stuffed the cracks in the 
door and window with paper and then turned on 
the gas. It wasthe endof a two-weeks’ spree. 
He had been a guest of the Stafford Hotel 
since hecame to Chicago, two months ago. A 
cheap watch, several pawn-tickets, and three 
cents were all his worldly possessions. He came 
here to solicit subscriptions for the Prairie 
Farmer. He wasa native of Rochester, N. Y., 
where his family is well known. His father was 
a member of the firm of Stetthamer & Cohn. Ten 
years ago he died, — a large estate to be di- 
vided among hissons. The one who ended his 
life yesterday spent his portion in riotous living 
and then went to the Pacificcoast. The body 
wili be taken to Rochester for burial.—Associ- 
ated Press Dispatch.

The latest 
evidence comes not from Kansas but from the 
first annual convention just held of the nine farm 
leagues of Litchfield County, in Connecticut, Its 
platform declares that Congress should pass laws 
against ‘‘landlordism, alien or domestic’; that 
constitutional provision should be made so that 
each man should find it “ eagily possible” to ob- 
tain land sufficient for his subsistence, this being 
“every man’s natural right since Adam”; that 
agricultaral products should be the basis of the 
currency; and, finally, that the chief source of 
Federal wastage which should be stopped is not 
pensions and Congressional jobbery, but allowing 
city sewerage to run to waste. A bod of men 
considered sober-minded and respectable farmers 
adopted this platform unanimously and deliber- 
ately voted that the Federal Government ought to 
go into the sewerage business.—New York Post. 

The resolution against ‘‘ domestic landlordism,” 
if carried into effect, would prevent a farmer rent- 
ing his farm or part of it to his own son or son- 
in-law or to a landless neighbor for money or on 
shares; it would prevent a man in a town from 
building houses for lease on vacant lots, and it 
would prevent any man from owning more than 
one piece of land in the country or one lotin a 
city or town. 

How “ agricultural products could be made the 
basis of the currency”’ is not explained, and sim- 
ply because the persons who got up the idea were 
unable to work it out. They had some hazy, fiat- 
scrip notions which they order Congress to shape 
into practice for them.

BARING GUARANTORS WILL LOSE. 


English Financiers Think the Lidderdale 
; Report Too Sanguine, 
[SPECIAL CABLE.! 

Loxpon, Sept. 18.—Shrewd financiers here 
are of the opinion that the statement of Mr. 
Lidderdale tothe Bank of England in the 
Baring case is fartoo sanguine. According 
to the most reliable bankers the strong proba- 
bility is that the guarantor’ will loso half if 
not alltheir guarantee, and they advise the 
guarantors todeal with the matter imme- 
diately. Their reasons are that neither Argen- 
tine nor Uruguayan bonds are salable even in 
small parcels, and any attempt to sell would 
instantly drive them out of the market. The 
result of this is that nearly all the Baring as- 
sets are still undisposed of and the debt of the 
estate to the Bank of England for cash ad- 
vanced shows only a reduction of from £7,500,- 
000 to £7,200,000; and even this insignificant 
reduction necessitated the sale of the best se- 
curities in the safe, thus diminishing the av- 
erage value of the assets. Much depends

Sigri Was Selected as a Place to Effect a

Ri- 
bot the decoration of Nichani-Chefakat, an 
order for ladies founded by the Sul- 
tan himeelf. The bestowal of these 
distinctions was announced to the 
diplomatic circles , mm Constantino- 
pletunight, Associated with this news the 
Britwh Foreign Office has received advices 
from Sir William White, the British Ambas- 
pador at Constantinople. to the effect that Said 
Pasha had sent him a report from the Gover- 
nor of Smyrna on the Mitylene incident with 
a note repeating in urgent terms the Porte’s 
request for an explanation. Sir William 
White does not mention the receipt of any 
information concerning Sigri from Ad- 
miral Lord Kerr, on which the re- 
sponse ought to be based. The delaying 
of the reply tends to confirm the belief that 
Admiral Kerr acted under orders, and that it 
was not chance that caused the maneuvers. 
Sigri it is believed was selected as an unob- 
trusive place to effect a suggestive demon- 
stration. Sir William White certainly is no‘ 
hampered in making an explanation by an ab- 
sence of communication from the Levant 
squadron. The admiralty is known to have 
received a report from Admiral Kerr, tele- 
graphed through Constantinople, presumably 
through the medium of the British Embassy. 
If Admural Kerr acted under instructions Lord 
Salisbury’s explanations may rest upon the 
fact that the Porte had long accorded the priv- 
ilege Of maneuvering and drilling upon the 
islands of the Archipelago. Whatever the 
nature of the response it will not be apolo- 
tic.

difficulty. 

Plans of Liberal Party Chiefs. 


The Liberal chiefs meet the great party 
federation at Newcastle with the question of 
party leadership determined. Mr. Gladstone 
will accept the Premiership if victorious in 
the general elections, having Sir William Ver- 
non Harcourt as deputy, with a full share of 
the responsibilties of the lead. In view of the 
limited physical resources of Mr. Gladstone 
when the Home Rule bill is carried Mr. 
Gladstone will retire and Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt will succeed as Premier, Lord Spen- 
cer will head the Liberal Lords, and the Ear] 
of Rosebery will become Foreign Secretary. 

The Federation mwneeting, as it is the last that 
will be held before the country is plunged into 
the general election, is of exceptional im- 
portance. Over 2,000 delegates will determine 
the final platform. Apart from the program 
already recognized the eight-hour question 
will be the sole prominent int discussed. 
The Federation committee, feeling the neces- 
sity of conciliating the trades, are maneuver- 
ing forthe Federation’s acceptance of the 
eight-hour principle in the form of local op- 
tion. Several Liberal associations have al- 
ready been influenced to vote for a restriction 
of the hours of labor wherever a decisive ma- 
jority of the workers desire a restriction. 

Obnoxious Cattle Regulations. 

The statement in the Veterinary Depart- 
ment’s annual report that three cattle cargoes 
from New York and Baltimore landed at Dept- 
ford containing ten head of cattle affected 
with pleuro-pneumonia, and that three car- 
goes from New York and Boston contained 
four heads similarly affected, meets with an 
expheit denial from the United States Con- 
sulate. Deputy Consul Moffatt states that 
the charges that certain cattle were diseased 
have been disproved, and that all cargoes 
landed have been shown to be free from 
contagious disease. Under Mr. Chaplin’s ré- 
gime the measures for depressing the foreign 
cattle trade are rigidly enforced, but the long- 
continued freedoin of American cargoes from 
disease enables Mr. Lincoln, the American 
Mirlister, to demand the removal of the quar- 
antine regulation requiring that cattle be 
killed withm ten days after ianding. Al- 
though live stock dealers and the conserva- 
tive press approve the repression of 
the import trade, popular feeling sup- 
the American request for free- 
dum of import. Mr. Chaplin, under pressure 
from shippers, has already so modified the 
regulations concerning the storage of cattle 
as to lead to the abandonment of the steam- 
ship company’s opposition. Probably before 
the regulations come into force Jan. 1 next, 
Mr. Lincoln will have succeeded in removing 
the obnoxious slaughter law, and freed from 
restrictions trade will then boom.

They Claim 50,000 Votes Which May Be 
Swung from Flower to Fassett—signifi- 
cant Editorial Utterances of the “ Wine 
and Spirits Gazette”~How Boss Mc- 
Laughlin May Ee Revenged on the 
Croker Crowd — General Metropolitan 
News. 


New York, Sept. 18.—[Special.1—One im- 
portant factor in the political contest about to 
be waged in this State is the liauor interest. 
At the recent State convention of liquor deal- 
ers held in the Lexington Avenue Opera- 
House a speaker eaid that 25,000 votes were at 
their disposal and as many more could be in- 
fluenced to coincide with the saloonkeepers’ 
views. This number of votes arrayed upon 
one side, or even the half of it, 
would inost likely change the complexion of 
the State election. It was with this under- 
standing, perhaps, that Tammany exerted 
such an effort to have one of its henchmen at 
the head of so powerful an association. “ Boss” 
McLaughlin of Brooklyn came out on top by 
the election of his protégé, “Bob” Oliver. 
The question now arises as to how far these 
hostilities will affect the candidacy of the 
Democratic State ticket. 

That the liquor dealers are in a vindictive 
mood there is little reason to doubt. They 
have been fooled so long by promises that 
they will no longer accept a windy guarautee 
and if the Democrats hope to have them in the 
coming fight weighty overtures of a sub- 
stantial character will have to be made. Each 
party hasa plank in its platform dealing 
with the liquor question, but neither makes it 


sufficiently clear tu the minds of the dealers 


just where the measures of relief are to come 
in. One thing certain is that the saloénkeep- 
ers have asserted more independence this year 
than usual. 

Quite significant at this juncture is an edi- 
torial in the Wine and Spirit Gasette, a week- 
ly paper exerting considerable influence 
among the liquor men and purporting to be 
the liquor dealers’ journal, Among other 
things this editorial says: 

in nominating J. Sloat Fassett for Governor 
the Republicans lave put their strongest man at 
the head of their ticket. Mr. Fassett is a plat- 
form in himself. He is thoroughly well e ainged 
for the Governorship and intimately familiar 
with the laws of the State. His brilliant 
legislative career has given him 
fitness to pass upon measures that are 
likely to claim the attention of the Governor of 
the State. Heisa man of high character, un- 
stained reputation, and personal integrity, and 
possesses in an eminent degree all the qualifica- 
tions of a Governor. He is known to be a man of 
the broadest liberal views, having received part 
of his education at the university in 
Heidelberg. On the liquor question he is neither 
a fanatic nora bigh license man. If the Demo- 
crats think that this man, who possesses excep- 
tional qualifications of character and intellect for 
the place for which he has been nominated, is easy 
to beat they will tind themselves wofully mis- 
taken.

AMMONIA IN BAKING POWDER, 


Discussion Before the American Chemical 
Society. 

To the Editor of The Tribune—Sir: I have 
just seen the report im your issue of Sept. 3 
of the discussion at the Washington meeting 
of the American Chemical Society, Aug. 18, 
relative to the use of carbonate of ammonia 


in baking powders, 

This report is incomplete and incorrect in 
many particulars, and as the paper which pre- 
cipitated the discussion was read by me and 
was based upon my own experiments, I desire 
to make certain corrections in the interest of 
the truth and for the benefit of the large num- 
ber of your redders to whom the question is 


one of great moment, 

The paper as read before the society related 
that ammonia in baking powder is retained in 
the bread by reason of its affinity to the gluten, 
Tha consensus of opinion as expressed during 
the discussion was against the use of car- 
bonate of ammonia in baking powder with 
the only eaception of Dr. McMurtrie, who is 
now an employé of a baking powder company 
which uses carbonate of ammonia in its 
baking powder. 

Of the other parties mentioned as having 
taken partin the discussion were Prof. Dr. 
Barker of the University of Pennsylvania, 
who is the President of the society and one of 
our highest authorities. In answer to a piead- 
ing by Prof. McMurtrie that only small quan- 
tities of ammonia were used in bakin 
powders, he stated: “*‘No matter how sma 
the quantity, I must decline to be dosed medi- 
cally without my consent when taking my 
meals.”’ 

Dr. E. H. Bartley, formerly chemist of the 
Brooklyn Board of Health and Professor of 
Chemistry at the Long Island College, like- 
wise named, did not, I believe, take active 
part in the discussion, but is already on rec- 
ord as strongly opposed to the use of ammo- 
nium carbonate in baking powders, 

-Dr. Richardsun volunteered only the ques- 
tion whether the flour used in the experiments 
was of good quality, of which I assured him 
by stating that it was the best and the flour 
used in my family. 

Prof. Maliet was not present, 

Your article is misleading in so far as it 
gives the impression that ammonia disappears 
on baking. My actual tests agree with those 
made by others, showi 
mains in the bread. My investigations simply 
assign a new cause for its retention.

TIONAL RUSHES AT GARFIELD. 


Coming Into the Stretch Ten Lengths Back, 
He Runs the Last Quarter in 21 Sec- 
onds, Faster than the Record, and Nips 
the Race at the Wire—Only Two Favor- 
ites Came First, but the Other Winners 
Were Well Backed. 


The Garfield Park game is very good in 
these days, and the operators clean up $1,700 
or so each evening. It is a clean square game, 
too, outside the foreign and dollar books, 
which are “skimping” the odds at least 40 
per cent. 

But two favorites won on yesterday’s good 
track, in the red hot air and before 4,000 peo- 
ple. Still the ring was not at peace, because 
Garcia, at 3 to 1, and Ormie, at 5 to 1, in their 
races were played enthusiastically by the 
crowd that usually pays heavily for its entau- 
siasm. Few books made money on the races 
this pair won—the second and third.

BEER WAS DESTROYED, 


| Short Engagement with Elames at Barthol- 


omae & Roesing’s Brewery. 

Sparks from an adjoining chimney set fire 
to the roof of the storeroom annex of Barthol- 
omae & Roesing’s brewery, corner of Twelfth 
and Brown streets, about 10 o’clock yesterday 
‘morning. When the fire was discovered it 
had gained considerable headway and before 
the arrival of the engines the roof was envel- 
oped in flames. About six, minutes after the 
discovery of the fire a 2-11 alarm was turned 
in, and in about half an hour what at first 
threatened to bea serious conflagration was 
averted. At one time the whole brewery was 
in danger of being destroyed, but prompt and 
energetic work on the part of the firemea 
égaved it. 

In the building in which the fire originated 
was stored many immense vats of fermentin 
beer, and the contents of these were destroye 
by smoke and water and falling débris. The 
roof and top story of the storeroom were al- 
most destroyed, and much valuable machinery 
and plant damaged beyond repair. 

Mr. Bartholomae estimates the loss at 
$25,000, allof which is fully insurea. The 
Fire Marshal’s estimate of the loss on the 
building is $1,000, on stock $3,000. 

While the brewery was buruing fire was dis- 
covered on the shingle roof of the two-story 
frame and brick building at No. 30 Johnson 
street. It is supposed to have been ignited by 
sparks from the brewery. Damage to the ex- 
tent of $100 was done. 


MONROE STREET FIRE LOSSES. 


Printing Firms Suffer Heavily, but the In- 
surances are Consoling. 

The bulk of the losses by the fire at No. 175 
Monroe street consists in the labor repre- 
sented by set type, wood-block engravings, 
and the like. The fire originated in the rear 
ofthe building, possibly from the furnaces, 
and swept up the freight elevator shaft, con- 
suming the floors and allowing many of the 
heavy presses and electrotyping vats to fall to 
the- basement. Nearly all the presses were 
working on large contracts and the product of 
weeks were piled up around them in the center 
of the fire. What the flames did not consume 
was ruined by water, hundreds of pages of 


| type were ruined by the falling of ceilings and 


**nied’’ by the swelling of the wooden quoins 
with which the formns were locked. Hundreds 
of reams of book paper was soaked with 
water and electrotype plates of expensive 
books were rendered useless. 

The Jamieson-Morse company was pritrting 
sets of copybooks to supply all the public 
schools of issouri for George Sherwood & 
Co:, anda number of text-books. Much of 
this work was in the presses. .Not only is the 
finished portion destroyed, but the electro- 
types are practically ruined. There were forty 
large contracts under way, Secretary Oli- 
phant estimates the loss at $25,000, exclusive 
of the extra cost of filling contracts now in 
hand. They were insured for $25,500, 

Blomgren Bros. & Co. suffered a total loss 
of their expensive photo-engraving and haif- 
tone outfit, together with a great » bear ag of 
newly-engraved and costly wood-biocks, sev- 
eral thousand electrotypes, and their entire 
electrotyping plant, dynamos, and depositing 
vats. The loss is $15,000 and insurance $13,500, 

The W. J. Jefferson Printing and Publish- 
ing company’s loss is figured at $10,000, with 

same insurance. 

The Weston-Thorne Type-Setting Machine 
company, on the top floor, lost little by fire, 
but the water damage to twelve machines and 
the loss of many forms of type will be under 
$10,000. The insurance is $12,000. 

Wykoff, Seamans & Benedict’s loss on Rem- 
ington machines, cabinets, supplies, paper, 
and office furniture will not exceed $8,000; in- 
surance, $21,500, 

W. J. Jefferson’s loss on the building is put 
at $10,000; insured for $40,900, 

The above estimates place the total loss by 
the fire at $78,000 and insurance $122,500, 


A Milwaukee Avenve Fire.

How Payment of a $75,000 Railroad Bonus

United States Marshal George Allen re-

Clerk has been put up. The elected men 
never qualified, and hence Conode was the 
actual clerk until his successor took hold of

Last July the Town Board elected John Mc- 
Coy to act in the capacity of Town Clerk. The 
attorney for the bondholders got wind of Mc- 
Coy’s appointment, and Thursday last Mar- 
shal George Allen was instructed to proceed.

mus writupon McCoy, compelling him to 
present the oe certificate to the County 
Clerk for the coilection of the taxes to pay for 
the bonds. Mr. Allen isan old resident of 
Mount Morris, and he knew just where Mc- 
Coy lives. McCoy is a horny-handed, well- 
to-do farmer, and Mr. Allen found the reputed 
Town Clerk on his farm cutting corn and get- 
ting his crops in. 

Allen read the mandamus writ to Parmer 
McCoy, who burst into aloud laugh at the 
conclusion of the reading of the legal com- 


mand.

THEY WANT THE BRIDGE TO STAY. 


Canal Street Property-Owners Before the 
Finance Committee. 

The Canal street bridge controversy came 
up again yesterday before the Council Com- 
mittee on Harbors and Bridges. A num ber 
of property-owners interested in the bridge 
were present, and Messrs. Brennan and Rohr- 
back acted as spokesmen for the delegation. 
The order from the Secretary of War calling for 
the removal of the obstruction to navigation 
was read, and also the reply of Mayor Wash- 
burne asking that the order be staid until the 
condemnation proceedings can be concluded 
and the last draw widened to the required 
width of sixty feet. The argument of the 
Mayor is that navigation is about to close, 
that the bridge will not then be an obstruc- 
tion to navigation, and that before navigation 
opens in the spring the draw will be made the 
required width. 

Mr. Brennan argued that the bridge 
was an absolute necessity at the point, 
and if removed now there wasn’t a 
member of the committee who would live 
long enough to see the end of the agitation 
and wire-pulling that would be necessary to 
secure another bridge. ‘‘ [he shipping inter; 
ests, the railroads, and the newspapers,” he 
said, “are all of them against us, If the 
bridge is removed the city will lose its cost 
and will be unable to collect the assessment.’’ 

Mr. Rohrback said: **The question narrows, 
itself down to this: ‘Shall the War Depart- 
ment or the city control the bridges?’ If you: 


remove the bridge and give the War Depart-'

corporations, require them to put in the venti- 
lating pipés.

SCHOOLS A COVETED POSITION. . 


Those Spoken of in Connection with the 
Office and Their Chances of Success— 
Drainage Commission Gossip—What the 
Election Board Has Accomplished—

Nearly half the male school teachers of Chi-

L. Dodge, Principal of the Oak Park School, 
who is also a member of the State Board of 
Education.

Francis M. McKay, Principal of the Douglas 
School and a trustee of the State University, 
was announced as a candidate yesterday. He, 
it issaid, will be strongly supported by the 
West Side wards. He lives in the Tweifth 
Ward, was at one time Princi- 
pal of the Washington School, and 
is quite popular. He is also a member of the 
La Salle club, which has kept him in touch 
with the most active Republican politicians, 
and he is therefore considered quite a strong 
candidate. It is said Orville T. Bright will 
have the backing of the Town of Lake wards, 
of the Hyde Park, wards, if Leslie Lewis is not 
a candidate, and will have considerable sup- 
port from the Third and Fourth Wards, as he 
used to be Principal of the Douglas School, 
in which district he attained much popularity.

DESIGN FOR INDIANA’S BUILDING. 


Plans Made by Henry Ives Cobb and Ac- 
cepted by the State Commissioners. 

Architect Henry Ives Cobb has completed a 
design for the Indiana State Building, which 
has been accepted by the Commissioners oc: 
that State, Mr. Cobb’s design was adopted 
over a number of others prepared by Indiana 
architects. While the design, as presented, 
was accepted, the commission wrote Mr. Cobb 
this week that it wished to suggest a few al- 
terations. 

The architecture of the proposed building, 
as shown in the plans, is classic in style, and 
is intended to suggest both the Roman and

Norman periods, It will be 110 feet long, 76 
feet wide, with one end semi-circular in form. 
The first floor is surrounded by acovered port- 
ico, with entabulated roof, stpported by 
square columns. The north and south en- 
trances are at the base of tall, square towers, 
tapering at the top. The walis of the second 
floor are to be of iron and glass. On the east, 
side doors open into the assembly room, 44 by 
33 feet in size. In the west end a corridor 
separates a gentleman’s parlor on the north 
from similar quarters for ladies on the south. 
Apartments are furnished on the second floor 
for the Indiana Commission; and space is de- 
voted for reading rooms and lounging quar- 
ters. A large portion of the material for the

old Hancock house, an impressive old colo- 
nial residence which formerly stood on Beacon 
street, the then citadel of Boston’s aristocracy, 
1s to be reproduced in Chicago with but slight 
and unimportant variations.

Plans for a suitable “ Massachusetts house ” 
were solicited from several architects. After 
the plans had been submitted the choice quick- 
ly narrowed down to two designs—one sub- 
mitted by Mr. Henry Ives Cobb of Chicago and 
the other by Peabody & Stearns of this city. 
It was the design of the latter that the Masaa- 
chusetts Board of Managers selected. the 
architects having taken the historic old home- 
stead as their model. 

The accompanying cut shows the general 
design of the house. The Hancock house was 
built of granite, distinctively a Massachusetts 
building maternal, and to simulate this it is 
proposed to color the “ staff’? or stucco to 
represent granite. In the gable over the door 
appears the arms of the Commonwealth, aud 
on the cupola, as a weather vane, is the cod. 
fish, similar to that a cod which from 
time immemorial has hung back and above the 
Speaker's chair in the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives. It is proposed to surround 
the lot by a fence with a raised, old-fashioned 
fore court, which, by way of contrast with the 
gray, puritanical walls of the building, they 
would have filled with beds of the old-fash- 
ioned New yo ger flowers, such as lilies, 
sunflowers, hollyhocks.

Yesterday was a day of joy at World’s Paip 
headquarters, and directors congratulated 
each other, for Treasurer Seeberger passed 
the $3,000,000 limit in collecting su ipti 
on the capital stock. At the close of the day’s 
business the records showed a total 
of $3,001,083, and the City Council will now be 
asked to dispose of the $5,000,000 of bondg 
the proceeds of which it voted last December 
should be turned over to the Treasurer of thy 
World’s Fair when the corporation should . 
have collected $3,000,000 from its subscribers, 
This it did yesterday afternoon and City Con. 
troller May will shortly be asked to sell the 
bonds. 

And Controller May said yesterday after 
noon that he stood ready to comply with the 
provisions of, the ordinance. 

“As soon asthe Worild’s Fair officials in. 
form me,” he said, ‘that they want the bondg 
sold I shall make preparations to put them og 
the market.” 

More than ordinary importance, from a 
World’s Fair standpoint, attaches to the 
lection of $3,000,000, It means an additional 
amount of $5,000,000 of ready money, fos 
which there is need, but it means also an end 
to the comments of Eastern newspa 
which have been declaring that the $5,000,008 
promised by the city upon a contingen. 
cy so slender that its conditions might never 
be complied with. Yesterday’s record shows, 
however, that the contingency has been meg 
and in a shorter time than the friends of the 
Fair expected.

ment, and there is not the least doubt that Ger- 
many will officially take part in the Exposition. 
To take back the promises once given would no 
longer be possible for the government, even 
though it has the desire to do so. 

Like unto Germany all other large industrial 
States have declared in favor of the Exhibittion ; 
this secures the brilliant result ef the Exposition, 
and that it will give iv greater measure than the 
Paris Exposition a total picture of the world’s 
industry and be a grand success. 

The most important interests of Germany, its 
rank in the political world and in its economical 
life, its duty towards the German element in the 
United States and its industrial reputation, 
which latter has suffered not a little in America 
in consequence of the imperfect exhibition at the 
exposition in Philadelphia—these all demand that 
it shall stand in the first rank at Chicago. A 
picture of the entire German industry as com- 
plete as possible and in superior representation 
must be exhibited at cag : 

The extreme protective policy in America will 
not last long, for though the country can endure 
more than any other, it. nevertheless keenly feels 
the great increases of the prices of all industrial 
products, and its manufacturers will find that 
their endeavor to find sales outside, especially in 
the markets of South America, meet with the 
greatest obstacle in the high prices of manufact- 
ures resulting from the protective licy of the 
Union. But the same circumstance brings about 
the fact that in spite of the McKinley bill, the 
European and especially the German imports have 
still remained and always will be strong ones, 
Germany can, despite the duty, furnish the United 
States a large number of articles cheaper than 
they can be manufactured there, and the possibil- 
ity is not excluded that a profitable sale can be 
found there for many more articles also than are 
now represented upon the American market. 

Let, then, our industri without scruple but 
also with the exertion of all powers undertake 
the participation in th® Exposition. It may count 
upon a proper support from the government of 
the empire, judging from its conduct heretofore, 
but the rest it must do itself, and it is the most 
important task of the Chamber of Commerce, 
etc., at present to take upon itself a vigorous 
lead, 


A SOUTH SEA ISLAND COURT, 


A Proposition from William E, Giles 
Which Would Not Cost Much, 

A South Sea court for the Exposition is pro- 
posed by William E. Giles, who would like to 
be appointed Commissioner of the Exposition 
to the South Sea Islands. Mr. Giles was the 
official agent of the South Sea court exhibit 
at the New Zealand Exhibition of 1889. He 
proposes to have represented in this court 
the Fijis, Friendly, Navigators, and Hervey 
groups, more common known as F:ji, Toujan, 
Samoa, Rassatouga; also the New Hebrides 
and Solomon groups, together with the iso- 
Jated wilands, such as Norfolk, Wallis, and 
Savage Islands. He would subdivide the 
main court into three or four small courts—a 
Fiji court, a Samoan court, a Toujan court, 
and a fourth court to contain the exhibits of 
the other islands. 

A native house, full-sized. could be taken 
over to Chicago in pieces and erected on the 
ground, anda groupof native Toujans or 
Samoans could be secured to show the native 
life and manufacturing. A kava bar, presided 
over by nat:ves, with the liquor served in kava 
bowls and the showing of the prucess of man- 
ufacture, would be a feature of interest. Mr. 
Giles estimates the cost of fitting up the court 
at $600. The expense of bringing over ten 
natives he figures at $1,000. He suggests that 
the brass band of the Kingof Troja be secured. 


REVIEW OF THE WhHEK IN DETAIL. 


What Has Been Done in World's Fair Cir- 
cles in the Last Seven Days. 
A brief summary of the events of ghe week

When [critics] are not kindly one feels like the 
French gentleman who cheated at cards. ‘ It is 
true I cheat, but I do not love to be told it,’ said 
this philosopher.’’ The authors can take very 
— care of themselves, but critics may be par- 

oned for éuggesting that the popular notion of 
reviewers as a sort of literary policemén is in 
need of revision. The public is the judge; the 
critic’s relation to the public is that of amicus 
curice ; he certainly hulds no brief either for or 
against the author.

Confederacy : Sell Poorly—Robert Bel- 
ford, the Belford Company, and Edward 
Lange Will Be Sued for Royalties 


Her Lawyers Have to Say About Her 
Claims for Redress. 


N. ¥. World (Dem.), Sept. 15: When it 
becamie known that Mrs. Jefferson Davis 
(daughter of President Zach Taylor) eon- 
templated the preparation and publication of 
her husband’s memoirs she was besieged by 
publishers. It was evident that such a work 
would find a wide sale, especially in the South, 
which 'had done Mr. Davis so much honor in 
life. Her purpose was commented upon by 
the newspapers. Those in the South were un- 
stinted in praise of the project and predicted a 
phenomenal sale of the book. The North was 
also wterested. Its politicians and men of 
affairs expressed a desire to read the memoirs 
of one who had been the center of such tre- 
mendous agitation. Seldom had a book been 
given wider publicity before its literal incep- 
tion, so great financial results from its sale 


seemed to be assured. 

From ex-Gov. Hoadly, Mrs. Davis’ counsel 
in this city, it is learned that Mrs. Davis had 
conferred with numbers of those whose polit- 
ical and personal relationship with Mr. Davis 
inade their comments valuable. There were 
offers of materials and suggestions valuable 
for a book of such a personal nature. There 
were interesting additions tothe great mass 
of matter which the Confederate ex-Presidert 
had left. Living toa ripe old age, in a meas- 
ure of retirement, Mr. Davis had done a vast 
amount of literary work. 

Struggling under the financial adversities 
which had been Mr. Davis’ lot since his cause 
fell, and which, now that he was gone, be- 
came intensified, Mrs. Davis bent to her 
toil. Besides the personal interest in the 
political sentiments that formed the back- 
ground of these memoirs there was the added 
inspiration of marita! devotion to make them 
perfect and worthy of their central figure. 

Mrs. Davis and Miss Davis made their home 
at the New York Hotel. Mrs. Davis con- 
ferred with a numberof leading publishers 
regarding terms and plans. Among the most 
urgent for the profitable employment was 
Robert Belford, at that time President of the 
Belford company, and supposed to be con- 
nectea. with Belford, Clarke & Co. of Chicago. 
Mr. Belford was assuring in his predictions of 
success for the proposed book. Edward 
Lange was then a stockholder and prominent 
director in the Belford company. He is now 
connected with the Trow Printimg company. 
He urged Mrs. Davis to make a contract with 
Mr. Belford, offering, as an inducement, to 
guarantee her $10,000 liquidated damages for 
its fulfillment. This was supplemented b 
glittermg promises of workmanship. Es- 
pecially, Mrs. Davis says, did he urge the 
publisher’s ability and intentions to make a 
thorough canvass of the Southern States, 
where it was expected.to sell the bulk of the 
books. Accordingly Mrs. Davis signed a 
contratt with Mr. Belford March 4, 1890, It 
is short and clear in its conditions. 

This‘contract provided that Robert Belford 
should undertake the publication of two vol- 
umes, aggregating 800 pages, to be entitled 
* Jefferson Davis, ex-President of the Confed- 
erate States; a Memoir by His Wife.” Mr. 
Belford agreed to pay all the expenses of print- 
ing, engraving, binding, and distributing the

In many respects he is well fitted for a 
dramatist. His writing abounds in hap- 
py hits and telling effects of the kind that 
theatrical audiences most enjoy. The sly 
fun he pokes at the ‘“ Burden-sharers ’’—a 
corps of amateur nurses whose mission it was 
to “bathe the brow of anguish’’ (and only 
the brow)—would be admirable on the stage. 
The smartness and ‘“‘go”’ of the dialogue, the 
cleverness with which superficial traits are 
indicated, even the little touches of caricature 
and exaggeration, would all be appropriate; 
nor would the superabundant puns be ill re- 
ceived by the play-house gods. The truth of 
the ensemble would atone for any deficiencies 
in the delineation of the principal characters ; 
for the protagonists, it must be confessed, 
are less lifelike than the chorus. Indeed, the 
author’s treatment of his theme is essentially 
dramatic; he hurries us from scene to scene 
without pausing to note that play and develop- 
ment of character which form the principal 
subject of the best modern fiction. When one 
recalls the exquisite finish of a study by 
George Eliot, the delicate strokes by which 
she discriminates individuals of the same type 
her fine and subtie observation of the physical 
expression of tenperament, one ceases to be 
satisfied with sketches, however dramatic. 
And Maj. Kirkland’s sketches are more suc- 
cessful than his complete pictures. Lydia 
Penrose (“Bunny”), for instance, is a lively 
portrait of the pert, good-natured creature, 
with a soft spot in her heart, whom 
all of us know. But when ithe 
sketch is enlarged to serve as the likeness of 
her sister Sara, the effect resembles 
that of a stereopticon picture, strongly 
outlined, but wapting tone. Capt. Fargeon, 
too, the central ure of the story, has no 
marked individuality. For in some respects, 
we think, Maj. Kirkland has unconsciously 
grafted the methods of realism upon the 
tenets of idealism. In the accessories of his 
iece, the grouping, the local color, the dia- 
ect, he is thoroughly realistic. The external 
traits of the American soldier, his ready 
banter, his irrepressible humor, his uncon- 
querable aversion to “‘ fuss and feathers,”’’ are 
portrayed to the life. But from a psycholog- 
ical point of view Maj. Kirkland reveals 
idealistic tendencies. His imagination is 
sometimes dominated by the situation, and 
not by the man; he does not inquire, 
What would Will Fargeon feel, think, 
do in such and such a case? 
but rather, What in such a case would be the 
feelings, thoughts, actions of any and every 
man? To put it syllogistically, he would 
argue thus: All men fear death: Will Far- 
geon is a man; therefore, Will Fargeon is 
afraid of death. Hestrives to grasp the eter- 
nally human, and that is well. But now-and 
then he rests content with this, omitting the 
distinguishing touches that count for so much. 
Herein his method is that of the Greek dra- 
matists, but itis not the method of Shaks- 
re. Hamlet also fears death, and in his 
amous soliloquy he also speaks for the whole 
human race; but his utterances are colored 
by the morbid imagination, the doubt, and the 
indecision which are the special traits of the 
man. Shakspeare, like all great artists, is 
an ideal-realist; his studies of the individual 
enabled him to evolve and then to vary the 
type. To the value of local color he is by nv 
means indifferent; but he is always ready to 
sacrifice external to essential truth. ‘All the 
world’s a stage,’’ he says; but man, the player, 
is more than the stage. And so, although the 
care and pains which Maj. Kirkland has lav- 
ished on the scenic details of his story are en- 
titled to the highest praise, we believe that if the 
characters rather than the action had been the 
chief objects of his interest, the rest would 
have taken care of itself.

From her meager resources Mrs. Davis had 
been living modestly in the year preceding 
March 4, 1891, when the publication was 
announced. It had been a year of constant 
toil, but little of the time having been spent 
away from her desk and her publishers. The 
memoirs were as warmly received as Mrs. 
Davis had been led to expect. In the first 
flush that was natural. Her publishers as- 
sured Mrs. Davis that they were pushing the 
book to its utmost, admitting that the most 
meritotious works needed energetic handling. 
Mrs. Davis’ expectations of a large financial 
return were kept buoyant until the date of 
the tirat settlement, June 4, approached. Mr. 
Belford had assigned his personal contract 
for publishing the book to the Belford com- 
pany, of which Edward Lange nora etme 
became manager. Neither of these c _—— 
disturbed Mrs. Davis’ peace of mind at that 
time. 

After repeated calls for a statement of the 
circulation of the work, June 4 last, when it 
was due, the following was given Mrs. Davis:

Payment was asked for, but, in spite of fre- 
quent demands of himself and attorneys, 80 
far has been refused. Mrs. Davis has now 

laced ‘her claim in the hands of Hoadly, 

auterbach & Johnson of No. 120 Broadway. 
Ex-Gov. Hoadly, who is personally attending 
to Mrs. Davis’ interests, said ‘yesterday that 
suit against Robert Belford, the Belford com- 
pany, and Edward Lange would be com- 
menced today. ‘‘Mr. Belford admitted that 
the claim, according to the statement of sales, 
is just.’? said the ex-Governor. “He claims 
that the company is embarrassed and cannot 
pay at present. Mr. Lange, I believe, sets up 
that the volumes were not to exceed 250 pages 
each. It is also claimed that large sums are 
due the'company from Belford, Clarke & Co, 
of Chicago, which would settle all indebted- 
ness. 

The complaints set forth the inducements 
offered by Lange to Mrs. Davis, and also al- 
leges that Robert Beltord, Belford & Co., and 
Edward Lange are insolvent. It accuses the 
defendants of ‘“‘taking advantage of their 
insolvency and Mrs. Davis’ helplessness, and 
fraudulently making use of the same,’ to 
com pel her assent to a transfer of the contract 
to continue the publication at a smaller rate 
of profit. The courts will be asked to grant 
Mrs. Davis a judgment of $10,000 against 
Lange, to declare the contract broken by the 
publishers, and to release Mrs. Davis from its 
obligations. 

Ex-Gov. Hoadly says the sale of the me- 
moirs has not been pushed, and serious losses 
have resulted. Heattributes this to the finan- 
cial inability of the publishers. “We all 
know,” he continued, “that Mrs. Davis and 
her daughter have but a small income that is 
inadequate for their maintenance, Mrs. 
Davis had counted largely upon these returns

EN’s EARS ARE FREE AGAIN, 


A Tour of Observation on a Crowded Chi- 
cago Street Gives Proof of the Fact That 
the Fashion Set By Cleopatra and Helen 
of Troy Has Been Abandoned—Speci- 
mens of Ear Ornaments in Ancient and 
Modern Times—The Day of “Piercing” 
Gone Forever. 

The fashion of wearing ear jewels has gone 
the way of other time-honored customs of our 
barbaric ancestors, which, like it, were unable 
to bear the searching criticism and outepoken 
disapproval of nineteenth century common 
sense. To be sure, bits of gold glint against 
the dusky hair of small girls in the Italian 
quarter, making quaint little old women of 
the veriest babies. It is true, too, that one 
meets on the streets of Chicago occasionally 
misguided individuals possessed of more 
money than good taste, with great gleaming 
solitaire diamonds disfiguring their ears. But 
it is nevertheless certain that the rank and file 
of American girls, and indeed all cultivated 
fin de siecle women refuse to mutilate a deli- 
cate part of their anatomy for the sake of 
adorning themselves after the manner of 
Fijian savages. 

The change of sentiment in this respect has 
been somewhat sudden. Unlike other re- 
forms, this has had no gradual growth and 
logical development.

tory and tradition and even, if she chooses to

The use of ‘these dainty gimcracks date» 
from remotest antiquity, the first mention of 
them occurring in Genesis. In Hosea, too, it 
is said of Hosea’s wife: ‘‘She decked herself 
with her earrings,”’ which proves that femi- 
mine vanity was assertive even in that age. 
Certain kinds of earrings were anciently and 
still are, in the East, regarded as talismans: 
and amulets, and played a certain part in re- 
ligious rites and ceremonies. Such were, 
cone pt those of Jacob’s family which he 

uried with the strange gods at Bethel. It is 
comforting to think that they were probably 
ponderous, uninteresting affairs, else the grief 
of Jacob’s daughters over the loss of the fam- 
ily jewels would be unpleasant to contem- 
plate. 

Among the Oriental peoples both men and 
Women wore ear jewels, and the Abyssinian 
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sort of preface to disappeari entirely, they 
became the comparatively inconspicuous, apol- 
ogetic articles with which we are familiar. 

Of course, it is impossible to say certainly 
that the feminine world will not run violently 
to earrings ‘again (didn’t the trained gowns 
reappear just after we had begun to turn up 
our noses atthe silly fashions of ten years 
ago?), but certainly there are some women to 
whom the Fijian savage will serve as an ex- 
ample and a yey cling who will only put 
rings in their ears when, like him, they thrust 
neat little bits of wood through their noses. 


A USEFUL LESSON IN PHILOLOGY. 


How Some Domestic Words Have Lost Their 
Original Significatien. 

The origin of words is an interesting study 
even to people who aré not philalogists. Take 
the homely word “diaper,” forexample. To 
what depths has it descended. It is like a high 
born geatiewoman deprive’. of her broad 
lands and fair towers and compelled to do a 
sculhon’s work for a livelihood. It is, in 
short, like the story of Cinderella reversed. 
For diaper was a term originally applied to a 
silken fabric, and is mentioned as early as the 
eleventh century. Its special characteristic 
was that by the arrangement of warp and 
woof, both of the same tone of color, a design 
could be produced on the web which had the 
appearance of being raised in relief above the 
seemingly dusky ground, Cloth of gold was 
diapered with designs in this way. Exeter 
Cathedral had, in an inventory dated 1277, a 
cope of white diaper with half moons, and St. 
Paul’s Cathedral one with parrots done in 

reen. 

, The meaning of the word diaper gradually 
widened, so thet it came to be used when the 
pattern or ornament was repeated, or when 
the pattern was sprinkled or powdered over 
the surface. Embroidery to imitate diaper in 
gold was general in the middle ages. The 
beautiful golden ground of the Opus Anglica- 
num was usually dotted all over with a re- 
peating pattern. This apparently mechanical 
method was capable of infinite variety, and 
formed the most effective backgrounds, and 
it is remarkable that in different examples of 
old work the same diapers seldom appear. 


AT HER HOME IN BARBIZON. 


The Widow of the Painter of the Angelus 
and Her Domestic Life. 

The widow of Millet stil! lives at Barbizon, 
but she no longer inhabits the house that was 
the home of perhaps the most original painter 
of modern times. The house belongs now to 
M. Hamel, who married the daughter of M., 
Sensier, Millet’s biographer. Owing to some 
financial complications the cottage passed out 
of the hands of the painter’s family. As it 
sometimes happens, fortune came too late to 
Millet, and he died, as he lived, in poverty. 
Money was raised in France and America to 
buy the old home and present it to Mme. 
Millet and her children, but the present owners 
declined to sell. The modest home was al- 
most rebuilt. Itisnowa fine stucco house, 
and the studio has been turned into a drawing- 
room. Mme, Millet lives on the other side of 
the village street in a far handsomer abodc 
than was that in which she spent her married 
life. An old garden and orchard stretch be- 
hind the rose-covered house, the roof of xhich 
is covered with lichens. The orchard reaches 
the limits of the plain, and the landscape 
widening out to the horizon is the same that 
Millet painted in the Angelus. 


A Novelty in Teacups, 

A charming little novelty, of which the follow- 
ing is an illustration, is the invalid’s teacup. It 
consists of a teacup and saucer, differing neither 
in price nor in size from the ordinary breakfast 
teacup, but so made as to allow of a depression 


in the saucer, in which is placed a small cube of 
prepared fuel, by means of which the liquid con- 
tained can be kept hot for some time, until the 
invalid is ready forit. For night nursing this 
cup should supply a long-felt want. 


Exercising Dogs by Proxy. 

The woman who advertises in a London paper 
for the work of exercising dogs has really hit 
upon a sensible and useful idea, which, ludicrous 
though it appears at first sight. might be devel- 
oped with great advantage. Given, on the one 
band, an invalid or busy person whose dog is too 
cherished a companion to part with, but who is 
unable to es it needful exercise, and, on the 
other, a lady anxious to earn a little money while 
securing an object fora pleasant walk, the plan 
is certainly a mutual benefit. It is to be hoped 
that its adoption would lessen the number of dogs 
taken into shops, where they are an unqualified 
nuisance. The one drawback is that perhaps the

THUS MISS BEATHIC“ POTTER SAW 
THE LONDON “SWEATER” DENS, 


A Plucky Young Woman Who Has Done 
Much for the Amelioration of the Con- 
dition of the Working Girls—A Society 
Girl with Acute Sympathies for Her 
Less Fortunate Sisters—Active Literary 
Work—An Unprejudiced and Charming 
Social Reformer. 

The name of Beatrice Potter has become 
faroiliar to all peuple on either side of the 
Atlantie who are interested in what has been 
called the “‘dismal science,” or in the greater 
questions of social reform. 

Miss Potter is the eighth and only unmar- 
ried daughter of Mr. Richard Potter of Stand- 
ish, Gloucestershire, England, once a great 
magnate in the railway and financial world, 
but now a permanent invalid. Her mother 
was the daughter of Mr. A. Hayworth, M. P., 
and a great friend of the late John Bright 
and other Radical politicians of the stirring 
times of the Anti-Corn Law League. In- 
deed, Miss Potter laughingly declares 
that she derives her strong demo- 
cratic sympathies from her grandfathers, 
both of whom were Radical M. 
P.s when Radical M. P.e were scarcer 
than they are at present. Mrs. Potter, who 
died eight years ago, was a woman of great 
beauty and abilitr, who took an active inter- 
est in current political affairs. In later life 
Mr. Potter became Chairman of the Great 
Western railway company and President of 
the Grand Trunk railway of Canada besides 
being interested in several of the large finaa-

cial enterprises of his day. During these lat- 
ter years his daughter Beatrice acted as his 
private secretary and traveled with him 
through the United States and Canada—a 
training which has given her a wide knowl- 
edge of industrial affairs. But other branches 
of education had not been neglected. Mr. 
Herbert Spencer has always been a close 
friend of the family, and from her early child- 
hood he assuined the direction of Miss Potter’s 
studies, ag ge her to be exceptionally well 

uipped for philosophic research. 

"ies Potter, however, seemed destined at 
first to other worlds. Aiter her mother’s 
death, and the marriage of her seven sisters, 
she naturally took charge of her father’s 
house, and became for a few years a_ well- 
known member of London fgociety. But a 
life ot amusement and social duties is apt to 
pall somewhat upon those trained to mental 
activity, and Miss Potter soen followed the 
example of her sister, now Mrs. Leonard 
Courtney, in engaging in work among the 
poor at the East End. There she acted as 
agent for large biocks of artisans’ dwellings, 
coming into actual contact with the daily 
lives, not only of the respectable working 
poor, but also with that crowd of loafers and 
semi-criminals which intensifies the difficul- 
ties of the social reformer. 

From the years 1886 to 1889 Miss Pot‘or was 
engaged in assisting Mr. Charles Booth in the 
preparation of the first volume of his great 
work on the *‘ Life and Labor of the People,” 
to which she contributed a graphic chapter on 
the Jewish community of East London, in ad- 
dition to artacles on the docks and the tailor- 
ing trade. In order to obtain absolutely cor- 
rect information on the latter subject Miss 
Potter spent six weeks under a master 
tuilor training herself as a tailor’s finisher. 
She then disguised herself as a “tailor’s 
hand’’ and boldly sought employment ‘in 
the East End. The poor, untidy dress 
and bonnet, rough hair twisted into a 
knot, and appearance of extreme poverty 
which she assumed gained her admittance 
ouly into the lowest *‘ sweaters’ dens,’’ where 
the work was exceedingly coarse and heavy. 
Six weeks’ training had not hardened her 
fingers suffimently to make twelve or 
fourteen hours’ continuous sewing on shoddy 
clothes an easy matter, so her work was snffi- 
ciently bad to insure her tolerably frequent 
dismissals, and thus to widen the field 
of her investigation. That this cour- 
ageous experiment was successful is well 
shown to us by an _ article which 
Miss Potter contributed to the Nineteenth 
Century of September, 1888, entitled “ Pages 
from a Workwirl’s Diary.” In reading this 
the student of psychology cannot fail to be 
struck by the curious way in which the feelings 
of the actual workgirl seemed to accompany 
the wearing of her dress and the doing of her 
work. The weary, hopeless trudge from shop 
to shop, the keen disappointment at refusals, 
and the anxious depression as she caught the 
warning eye of her task-mistress or heard the 
cry, * This won’t do, this work won’t suit me,”’ 
appear to have been as real as though her very 
livelihood had depended upon her eftticiency. 

Having thus acquired a practical acquaint- 
ance with the problems to be dealt with by 
the select committee of the House of Lorus 
on the sweating system, which commenced 
its inquiry in 1888, Miss Potter was naturally 
one of the principal witnesses, and several of 
her recommendations were embodied in the 
report of that committee. An exhaustive 
analysis of that report was contributed by her 
to the Nineteenth Century for June, 1890, in 
which analysis she clearly explains her some- 
what novel view of the “‘sweating’”’ problem 
and its solution. 

Since her investigations, just referred to, 
Miss Potter has been engaged in the prepara- 
tion of acritical analysis of the codperative 
movement. This stu sy furnished her with 
wna‘erial for a course of lectures delivered last 
spring at University Hall, Gordon square, 
and at Eesex Hall, Strand, her information 
and views giving rise to keen and sustained 
discussion. 

Miss Potter, it may be added,is a strong 
democrat—indeed, somewhat socialistic in 
her views—is an honored guest at the annual 
congresses of cudéperators and of trades union- 
ists, and is an intimate friend of most of the 
leaders of both these moveinents. Her bright, 
vivacious manner, charm of conversation, and 
prepossessing appearance are sufficient to 
draw to her many friends. But work is to her 
the most important thing, and she now lives a 
quiet, almost secluded, life, that social dis- 
tractions may not interfere with her studies 
and research. Her training has given her a 
mind singularly free from prejudice, and her 
exceptional and varied experiences have filled 
her with a true passion of pity for suffering 
humanity. 

She is at present engaged in an important 
work dealing with the history and philosophy 
of the trades-union movement.

AMERICAN HOUSEKEEPERS WHO 
MAKE SLAVES OF THEMSELVES. 


Trying to Do More in Six Days than Should 
Be Done in Eight—Wash-Day Need Not 
Be a Bugbear—‘ omfort, Cleanliness, and 
Cheapness in Having Washing Pone 
Outside—The Good Day Coming When 
Everything Will Be “Put Out.” 


How ofte:: we hear of a housekeeper wish- 
ing for one more day in the week, says & 
writer in Table Talk. Now could that desire 
be gratified would the busy mind be content, 
or would it not rather still think of something 
mcre that could be accomplished if there were 
yet “one more day”? The truth is that the 
average American housekeeper does more 
work in the six days of the week than ought 
to be done in eight. They make themselves 
slaves to work, which becomes a most tyran- 
nical taskmaster when it is allowed to over- 
power us. Of course we all know that dishes 
won’t stay washed, ror beds made, nor reoms 
swept, nor clothes clean. That is the very 
reason why housework is considered such 
drudgery, but it need not be so if managed 
the right way. 

Take wash-day, for instance; in the majori- 
ty of homes it is a bugbear whose approach 
we think of with dread. One woman, either 
the mistress or the maid, does all the washing 
for the rést of the family, who, nine times 
out of ten, perform their share of the disa- 
greeable work by having skimpy breakfasts 
and pickedup dinners. Besides all this the 
whole house is pervaded with the odor of 
soapsuds and saturated with the effluvia of 
soiled linen, while the windows, walls, car- 


pets, everything dampened with the unhealthy: 


steam. Ifthe oneservant does the washing and 
ironing the mistress has to cook, wash dish 
answer the door bell, and do all the thouean 
and one things that are sure to demand atten- 
tion on those days, so that she is tired out 
body and soul. If the mistress is maid as 
well, and atteinpts the washing in addition to 
all the other work, it is of course ten times 
worse for her, and she wears out just so much 
faster. It is all very pretty to read abou 
how that clothes can be done thus and so, an 
the dirt falls right out of its own accord; it 
looks very easy to see in print: “*On wash- 
days get up at 4 o’ciock do this and that, 
and by 10 the clothes will beall outof the 
way,” etc. OO. yes; it is far nicer to read 
about than todo. Now there is one very easy 
way to gain the two coveted days, and save all 
the worry and work and disagreeabilities of 
wash-day. Put out your wash. 

“*O, dear,” exclaim a chorus of voicas, “ we 
could never afford it.”” Now Is from ex- 
perience when I say it costs less in actual cash 
to have all the clothes laundried away from 
home than it does to hire a woman two days 
or.a day and a half to do it inthe house. And 
it is an undisputed fact that many bougekeep- 
ers could get along nicely without any servant 
if the wash was put out, and the expense would 
be much less. Idonot mean at a regular laun- 
dry, where the prices are exorbitant and where 
the clothmg is soon destroyed. There are 
hundreds of women who do washing, not be- 
cause they love the work, but because it is the 
only way in which they can earn a living, and 
there are hundreds more who would do it if 
they could get it todo. Now these women 
will take a family wash for so much a week. 
I know a number who pay from $1 to $1.50 a 
week for their washing and ironing, whether 
the number of pieces be many or few. 

I could cite instances where the number of 
pieces varies from 100 to half as many again, 
and it is all done for the same, $1.50 a week, 
with soap and starch in addition. Now these 
same families used to employ a woman two 
days at $1.25 a day to do this same washing in 
the house; in addition to this six meals were 
furnished and hot fires kept up, besides all the 
other unpleasant foliowings. Then they tried 
keeping a servant, whom they paid $2 or $8 
a week and her board. Of course, the same 
hot tires were kept up not only two days cut 
nearly every day, and the same displeasing re- 
sults on washday. Besides, many times the 
girl would be non est, and then there was 
trouble. Now the point 1 want to make is 
this, it is the duty of every woman to herself, 
her family, and to those who earn their living 
in this way to have her laundry work done out 
of the house. 

I know it is sometimes difficult to find a 
woman who will do the work as it ought to be 
done, but is it not the same with all kiads of 
wirk? Do we not try many times before 
we find a servant who suits us? Are there 
not poor milliners and dressmakers? Are 
there not botch carpenters and plumbers, 
who don’t seem to understand their busi- 
ness? indifferent salesmen and women? 
and so on through the whole catalogue of 
trades and employments. There are good 
laundresses whv would be glad to have our 
family wash, and if we look for them we can 
find them. I have oftenthought if some wom- 
an who is obliged to support herself in this 
way would take all the washes she could get, 
and hire helpers, and charge so much for each 
family wash (a reasonable rate) whether large 
or small, she might make a g living. I 
acknowledge { wouldn’t want to be the 
woman, if I had to do part of it with my own 
hands, but ao doubt she wouid find all she 
could do, 

And so the housekeeper would gain all the 
extra days she longed for and could so dis- 
tribute the rest of her work that part of each 
day could be devoted tu the rest and recrea- 
tion which she so much needs. I know of 
more than one family where all the work is 
done in the morning, where the afternoons 
and evenings are devoted to reading, sewing, 
visiting, or any pleasure that offers, and this 
was all brought about by a the ‘clothes 
laundried out of the house. There is no 
doubt we should have less trouble with our 
servants if we put out more of our work. 
When our houses are heated by steam, sup- 
plied by a company through pipes, as gas 
and water are, our cooking done by Aladdin 
ovens, or, better still, in one general kitchen, 
when our parlors are cared for by a profes 
sional “duster,’”’ our lamps by “lampers,’’ 
when a “mende-”’’ comes with her little 
satchel of implements and darns our socks or 
patches our clotaes; when we can buy really 
home made bread and cakes and preserves, 
will there be anything left forustodo? Yes, 
plenty. The busy woman will be just as busy, 
but she will have the time to do more con- 
genial work without wishing for extra days, 
and instead of wedring out one pair of tired 
hands, ** many hands will make light work.”

Court Dinners in Germany. 

The German Emperor’s state dinners are far 
more elaborate than the entertainments given by 
his grandfather. Even the invitation card is a 
most imposing affair, decorated with the Imperial 
arms and furnishing minute directions as to dress 
and the means of locomotion for guests at a dis- 
tance. For ordinary occasions military men wear 
undress uniform and civilians knee breeches and 
dress coats.
